SERVICE BOARD NOTES 

H. S. Burnt, Field Supervitor 

In the seeding season of 1933, 
jour Service Board had a survey 
taken of the seed that farmers 
were sowing, these samples were 
taken from drill boxes at random 
throughout the County of Vulcan 
and the results are fairly well 
known. 

The County of Vulcan is a large 
area and many of you may never 
have known of the effort at the 
time but there were 100 samples 
taken and we feel that those sam¬ 
ples were an average of the 12 oi¬ 
ls hundred farmers in the County. 

We have received reports of 
other surveys held in the same sea 
son in Saskatchewan and Alberta 
and we find that some others were 
even of a worse average than ours. 

Our samples, after being analys¬ 
ed by the Field Crops Branch, the 
Plants Products Division, Canadian 
Department of Agriculture and the 
Line Elevators Farm Service, Win¬ 
nipeg, were graded 23 percent re¬ 
jected and the balance were grad¬ 
ed No. 1, 2 and 3 seed. We do not 
think this is very good even if 
some other places are worse. Un¬ 
der the Seed Act, Rejected Seed is 
seed of an inferior quality, .to the 
lowest quality required for No 3 
Seed, the lowest quality allowed 
for sale under the Act. 

If the normal increase expected 
from me seed sown is, say 15 bus. 
to 1, cannot the same increase be 
expected from the weed seeds so 
carefully treated and handled? 

We had one sample turn up with 
seeds at the rate of 240 to the busli 
el of Wild Morning Glory. Imagi- 
ine the trouble, which may be ex¬ 
perienced here in a very short time 
if this bad perennial gets away, al¬ 
so another sample with Cow Cock¬ 
le seeds at the rate of 2640 seeds 
to' the bushel being sown. This is 
an annual weed but beware of it. 
and for your own interest as well 
as the interest of your corrimunity 
do not sow stubble land known to 
be infested with it this year.

Seed Treatments 

Although smut diseases are still 
prevalent and instructive, losses 
caused by them rt present are not 
too significant, as compared to the 
losses which were caused before 
the development of effective seed 
disinfectants. Reports indicate that 
during the early period of agri¬ 
cultural development in Western 
Canada fields of wheat having as 
high as 40% smutted heads were 
not uncommon At that time this 
condition was ' not confined to 
Canada, as similar' conditions were 
reported from the United States 


and Russia. In tact at that time, 
smut was one of the chief factors 
limiting crop production in some 
of the world's best wheat produc¬ 
ing areas. 

Smut or bunt can now be 
readily controlled in wheat. How¬ 
ever the losses fh barley, anl oats 
are still fairly heavy. With a little 
better understanding of the neces¬ 
sity for proper seed treatment ot 
all cereal 'seed, losses even in 
these crops would be reduced 
until they were almost negligible. 

The idea of applj'ing chemicals 
ti. the seed to kill or repel in¬ 
sects, as well as control smut, is 
not a new one. Feed was treated 
with tar over 100 years ago to 
determine its value as a wirevvorm 
repellent. Other materials were 
tested for this same purpose, but 
nothing of value was discovered. 
It was not until 1944 that testing 
with B.H.C. got under way at the 
University of Saskatoon. This 
work eventually lead to the suc¬ 
cessful combination treatment, 
which is effective against both 
smuts and insects; the wineworm 
being the insect everyone was 
most concerned with. 

These fungicide, insecticide seed 
dressings have oeen available to 
the farmer for a number of years 
and their value lias been proven 
a great many times in practical 
use There is no question that th” 
combination treatment should be 
used if wi reworms are causing 
trouble. If wireworms are not 
present all seed should be treated 


The possibility of starting a Vul¬ 
can Band is again being raised and 
to find out what plans or progress 
has been made to date the Vulcan 
Lons Club have appointed a fact 
finding committee comprised of J.

“Revolt on San Marcos" by Ro¬ 
bert Carver Nor'h, is suggested as 
good reading It is the story of a 
strong spirit confused in the cross¬ 
currents of the world of today. A 
Ctmral American Indian. Carlos, 
from his childh >od. is a burning 
idealist, living under a corrupt 
dictatorship. Through life in his 
village and later in the city streets, 
through his education by the Priest 
and then by the philosophical lib¬ 
eral judg-, through indoctrination 
in communism, through love and 
arrest and long imprisonment, Car 
los was turned into one of the 
chief fighting loaders of the revol¬ 
ution against the Dictator. 

To a tragic degree, Carlos' pre¬ 
dicament is that of men ar.Vynat¬ 
ions in much of the world today, 
but the author never forgets tha* 
he Is writing a novel, and for most 
readers this will be primarily the 
story of a sensitive arid charming 
man in whos" life they are quick¬ 
ly involved. Th-* background of 
central American life gives an un¬ 
usual richness to 'he Carlos story. 


A better-than-usual vote was re¬ 
folded on Wednesday of last week 
when ratepayers of the town voted

Although the Advocate is published each Thurs¬ 
day morning, the last pages are actually printed Wed¬ 
nesday evening, so we are unable to carry a report this 
week of the meeting held at Carmangay Wednesday 
night with the Hon. Gordon Taylor, Minister of High¬ 
ways, as the main speaker. 

However, information reaching us last week in 
regards to the hard-surfacing of Highway 23 would 
indicate that it may be the government’s intention to 
hard-surface 23 from the Monarch junction to High 
River, or to a point near High River where it would 
link up with a four-lane highway to Calgary. When 
the Highways Minister last spoke in Vulcan he had 
talked of the north-south portion of 23 being part of 
an alternate hard-surfaced route, continuing up High¬ 
way 24. 

The government’s plans for hard-surfacing in this 
part of the province will, we trust, be explained at the 
Carmangay meeting. A full report of the meeting will 
be carried next week:

Most countries think that they have the best 
school system in the word and Canada and the United 
States share that view. Unfortunately the general re¬ 
sults do not justify that belief. 

There is more juvenile de.linqufency on the coat 
inent of North America than in all other countries ol 
the world combined and while Canada runs a poo* 
second-to the United States it has not too much to 
boast about. The progressive system of education has 
so far, not done much to teach young people to gov¬ 
ern themselves. 

It can be taken as a general rule that it is the lit¬ 
tle countries that have the best school systems. Greece 
in ancient days had a splendid system as compared to 
that of the Roman Empire and Scotland has always 
had a better system than the British Empire as a 
whole. The United States has the finest school build¬ 
ings in the world but many of their own educational 
experts consider that it has not the best system of ed¬ 
ucation. 

The outstanding success of- Swiss democracy is 
largely explained by strong sense of discipline among 
Switzerland’s people. In recent issue of the New York¬ 
er, Miss Lillian Ross shows how that sense of discip¬ 
line is developed. 

An American couple, living just outside Lausanne 
enrolled their two children, both under ten, in a Swiss 
public school. At the beginning of the term, they got— 
and were happy to sign—a list ST rules which Swiss 
schoolchildren are expected to obey. 

These rules state that students murt show inspect 
to their elders, and especially to magistrates, the aged, 
the infirm and women. They must not use coarse lan¬ 
guage or commit brutal acts. They must respect pri¬ 
vate property. The must prepare their homework. 

They are forbidden to loiter on the streets, to 
smoke, to carry arms, to mistreat animals, to go out 
alone after 8 p.m. between November 1 and March 1,

We would like to take this 
means of trying to clear up some 
of the misunderstandings and ap¬ 
prehension pertaining to the build¬ 
ing of the proposed Seed Cleaning 
riant. 

As most everyone knows there 
has been a petition circulated 
throughout the outlying areas, in 
opposition to the County making a 
grant toward the construction of 
this plant, and thereby bringing 
the matter to a plebiscite. 

First, we would like to bring to 
your attention just how much the 
proposed ulant would cost the rate 
payees by way of an increase in 
taxes. Assuming that the grant is 
SI5,000.00, that would he slightly 
over one mill on the assessed val¬ 
ue of your land, or an average of 
$2.40 a quarter for one year only, 
as the upkeep of these plants is de 
finitely not the responsibility of 
the ratepayers. 

The Alberta Department of -Ag¬ 
riculture. some years ago, seeing 
the great need for these plants, ar- 

—ieing k' i»w> t i n *— vary —pour—seed 

cleaning facilities in most areas, 
decided to assist and encourage 
the c nstruetion of these plants by 
offering a substantial grant, being 
one-third of the cost, providing a 
group of farmers in an area where 
a plant had a good chance of being 
financially sound, would form a 
Co-op and sell shares to Individual 
farmers to the extent of one-third 
of the cost. The next step was that 
the Municipality or County would 
give a grant of one-third or a 
maximum of $13,000 00. then the 
Department would make a grant 
of $13,000 to complete the total 
cost. We believe that in the case 
of the Vulcan plant the Alberta 

A 'T.nvw nmpnt would grant up to 
$15,000 providing the County of 
Vulcan would first grant an equal 
amount, as the plans for the Vul- 
,un Plant calls for a little larger 
building due to the large potential 
area to be served. This briefly is 
how the plants are built and paid 
for. after that with good manage¬ 
ment and supervision they rapidly 
become self supporting. We would 
hke to point out that the Govern¬ 
ment only makes these giants 
where there us an active Service 
Board within the municipal area 

At this time we will briefly re¬ 
view the organization and pro¬ 
ceeding of this Seed Cleaning 


Assn, thus far. 

Last- tall at the request of some 
of the farmers .if the County, the 
Vulcan and district Board of 
Trade took the initial step and ap 
pointed a committee to look into 
the matter with the result that a 
few farmers formed a provisional 
board, made the necessary arrange 
rr.ents through the Director of Co¬ 
opera live Activities and received 
their Certificate of Incorporaton 
on Deeemb r 11 last, and soon af¬ 
ter had permission to sell shares. 
A permanent Beard of Directors 
was elected at the first General 
Meeting of the Association bn 
February 18th and arrangements 
were soon underway to take ap¬ 
plications for shares, with the idea 
of giving everyone far and near 
an opportunity to buy a share. At 
1 lie present moment there has 
been $10,500 subscribed and about 
$1500 more promised and it is felt 
that there will be no difficulty in 
raisng the required amount neces¬ 
sary by the farmers as their con¬ 
tribution toward the construction 
s f tin plant . 

There are at the present time 
ten of these plants in operation in 
the province, the closest one to 
Inis area ueing at Rosebud, the 
latest one to be erected Is at 
Strome and according to Mr. F. F. 
Parkinson, Supervisor of Special 
Projects and Agricultural Engin¬ 
eer these ten plants are operating 
from 16-24 hours a day with a to¬ 
tal output of approximately 20,000 
bushels a day of clean seed, he 
says farmers are rushing their 
grain in for cleaning and treating 
and will continue to do so at an in 
creased rate until seeding is com¬ 
pleted. Some of the plants are 
hooked up for weeks ahead, one in 
particular has 50.000 bushels book 
ed, he also states that as at March 
15 four new areas are well along 
with the organization of new 
plants and several others are mak 
ing the preliminary surveys to¬ 
ward establishing plants in other 
areas Many farriers in the north 
haul their grain 60. 80 and 100 
miles to have their seed cleaned in 
these plants, ard incidentally they 
are well cquippisl to clean Regis¬ 
tered grain If n farmer at a dist¬ 
ance does not desire to use those 
cleaning facilitcs much but has 
one at his disposal when the need 
arises for cleaning a load or two

EDMONTON’ A small govern¬ 
ment pamphlet an gasoline prices, 
published a few months ago. caus¬ 
ed repercussions in the current 
session of the legislature and led to 
a large-scale debate on oil and gas 
oline prices and whether the gov¬ 
ernment is setting them or should 
set them. 

Opposition Leader J. Harper 
Prowse, Liberal, contended that 
the setting of production quotas 
bv the Alberta Petroleum and Nat 
ural Gas Conservation Board con¬ 
stitutes indirect price-setting by 
the government. Each month the 
board reviews the available mar¬ 
kets for crude oil and establishes 
quotas for individual wells. 

Mr. Prowse contended that W 
the markets were r.ot shared prov¬ 
ince-wide by producers, the small¬ 
er companies would be forced to 
seek markets and might be will¬ 
ing to lawer their prices to them. 

Premier Manning replied that if 
the system of pro-rating the mar¬ 
kets and setting production quotas 
was not used the smaller comp¬ 
anies would be forced out of exis¬ 
tence. He maintained that th« 
quota system was not indirect
